Metro Line changes 
in 2009 partly to 
blame for snarls

The roads not taken on the Metro Line could 
have led to fewer traffic snarls — and some 
city councillors now see late changes to the 
original route in 2009 as partly behind to¬ 
day’s headaches. 

Traffic delays caused by the line where it 
crosses both 106 Street and Princess Elizabeth 
Avenue were initially expected to be around 
16 minutes at peak times, but have actually 
come in at 10 minutes, according to data the 
city collected last year. But the initial plan 
for the line, which Metro obtained, didn’t 
include trains crossing either street. 

In the original route for the Metro Line, 
the final station would have been south of 
106 Street, near Princess Elizabeth Avenue, 
crossing neither street. 

But after the 2009 closure of the city cen¬ 
tre airport, councillors asked to extend the 


line to have a station on the airport lands. 

Coun. Ben Henderson, who was on council 
at the time, said it made sense to have the 
station closer to NATL 

“It wasn’t so much important to have it 
on the airport lands, but to get it across the 
street onto NATT,” he said. “In retrospect, I 
do I wish we had asked some questions, but 
... we wanted to take an opportunity.” 

According to city reports, the line’s final 
station would have been a temporary station, 
with the possibility of extending the line in a 
tunnel under the roads and into NAIT’s Cen¬ 
tre for Applied Technologies in the future. 

After council voted to close the airport in 
July 2009, it instructed staff to quickly draft 
proposals to move the station onto the airport 
lands, and it gave them two months to do so. 

When the report came back in September 
2009, administration offered three options. 
The current route, which takes the train 
across both 106 Street and Princess Elizabeth 
Avenue, was approved by council, but two 
others were presented. 

One left the station where it was south 
of 106 Street, while the other went along 
Kingsway Avenue before turning north on 
109 Street and across Princess Elizabeth Av¬ 
enue. Administration advised that option 
would have delayed the project.

Once a Delta, now 
a JW Marriott 


Edmonton’s downtown will 
be headed upscale by 2018, as 
officials with Ice District an¬ 
nounced a JW Marriott luxury 
hotel Wednesday. 

The four-star hotel, which 
will take up 26 floors in a 
55-storey condo tower, is ex¬ 
pected to open in late 2018. 
It will be JW Marriott’s third 
in Canada. 

“It is one of the most signifi¬ 
cant hotel openings in Edmon¬ 
ton, and I would say even the 
province of Alberta, in three 
decades,” said Glenn Scott, 
senior VP of real estate at the 
Katz Group, the developer for 
Ice District. 

The Edmonton hotel will fea¬ 
ture 356 rooms, as well as one 
of the city’s largest ballrooms, 
a luxury spa and an Oliver and 
Bonacini restaurant. 

It will replace the former 
Delta Hotel that was going 
to be built in the Ice District 
before Marriott International 
acquired Delta Hotels and Re¬ 
sorts last year. 

“We think of JW Marriott 
as a luxury brand that has 
some approachability in it. 
In a sense, that’s perfect for 
Edmonton ... and I think it 
will be a great fit for the Ice 
District,” said Arne Sorenson, 
chief executive of Marriott 
International. 

Sorenson added that JW Mar¬ 
riott is typically ranked as one 
of the Top 3 best luxuiy brands 
in the world. 

The Ice District will be the 
largest mixed-use sports and 
entertainment district in Can¬ 
ada. It’s slated to open this fall.

Many Edmontonians — even 
those who are Muslim — don’t 
know Canada’s first mosque 
resides in Fort Edmonton Park. 

John Kubicek wants to change 
that. 

Recently, Kubicek, who’s the 


park’s public interpretation co¬ 
ordinator, launched two projects 
that will be headed by university 
students to engage both Mus¬ 
lims and non-Muslims with A1 
Rashid Mosque. 

“The park’s mission is to con¬ 
nect generations of Edmonton¬ 
ians to the city’s histoiy. Eveiy- 
one here is an Edmontonian and 
a part of the histoiy, and we want 
to celebrate that,” Kubicek says. 

“We’re also aware that a lot 
of people are moving to Canada 
from abroad, and we want to be 
more welcoming.” 

One of the projects will focus 
on new programming—which 
may include guided tours and 
special events — to give visitors 


more ways to connect with the 
mosque. 

The second involves reaching 
out to the Muslim commun¬ 
ity in Edmonton to increase its 
awareness of the mosque, built 
in 1938, and its history. 

A goal is to entice more Mus¬ 
lims to volunteer at the mosque 
during the summer when it re¬ 
opens, Kubicek says. 

“We want the Muslim com¬ 
munity to be better represented 
in the workforce, as they can 
tell the stoiy better about the 
mosque,” he says. 

That thinking is also being 
reflected in the team that’s be¬ 
ing hired to work on the mosque 
initiatives. 


Ujala Khan, a Muslim Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta student, recently 
started working on the commun¬ 
ity outreach project as part of 
a provincial bursaiy program. 

“I’m really excited about it. 
I have a personal connection, 
being a Muslim, and the fact 
that it’s a part of our history 
makes it really interesting for 
me,” she says. 

Kubicek hopes the park can 
offer some of the new program¬ 
ming by this summer. 

“It would be an ideal time. 
We recently had the roof re¬ 
placed and some other repair 
work done on the mosque, so 
it’s in better shape than it’s ever 
been,” he says.

City economist 
says provincial 
freeze not good 
for consumers

The Alberta government’s de¬ 
cision Wednesday to freeze 
some public-sector salaries 
will send a shiver through Ed¬ 
monton’s economy, according 
to the city’s chief economist. 

John Rose said wage freezes 
are better than layoffs, but 
won’t be good for consum¬ 
er confidence in Edmonton, 
which he’s noted in the past 
has weathered the current 
downturn better than Calgary 
in part because of its large 
public-sector workforce and 
their relatively stable wages. 

“It makes you think twice 
about some of those big-ticket 
discretionary items,” Rose said. 
“People are going to have to 
be a little more careful about 
their spending.” 


Finance Minister Joe Ceci 
announced the freeze Wed¬ 
nesday, which affects 7,000 
civil servants and will save 
the government $57 million. 

He said the government has 


moved to strengthen revenue 
sources as it wrestles with a 
multibillion-dollar budget defi¬ 
cit caused by plunging petrol¬ 
eum prices. But he said ex¬ 
penses also have to be looked 


at closely to stabilize costs. 

“This is not a decision we 
made lightly,” Ceci said. “How¬ 
ever, to maintain stability and 
protect jobs within the public 
service, we must deal with 


the economic realities we are 
facing.” 

With oil prices continuing 
to tumble, Rose said he under¬ 
stands why the province is 
freezing wages. 

“Under the existing circum¬ 
stances, I am not surprised by 
the announcement.” 

The provincial government 
is heading into new rounds of 
bargaining with public-sector 
workers, including teachers 
and nurses, over the next two 
years. 

Ceci was asked if the salary 
freeze is to be seen as a heads- 
up to the unions who will be 
representing those workers in 
contract talks. 

“Every Albertan knows that 
these are difficult times and I 
assume when collective bar¬ 
gaining occurs ... the econ¬ 
omy that we are in today will 
be part of those discussions.” 

The province will pay out 
almost $25 billion this year in 
salaries — equivalent to half 
the total amount of govern¬ 
ment revenue. 

The pay for cabinet minis¬ 
ters and legislature members 
has already been frozen until 
2019.

Complete baby dinosaur 
skeleton a first of its kind 

For the first time ever, 
scientists have a com¬ 
plete skeleton of a baby 
ceratopsid, says professor 
Philip Currie from the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta. 

And they're letting the 
world know. 

Currie and other col¬ 
leagues have published 
results of their research in 
the Journal of Vertebrate 
Paleontology. 

In 2010, Currie and 
others discovered a 
75-million-year-old dino¬ 
saur in Dinosaur Provincial 
Park in Alberta. 

"We've only had a few 
isolated bones before to 
give us an idea of what 
these animals should look 
like as youngsters, but 
we've never had anything 
to connect all the pieces," 
Currie said, in a release. 

"All you need is one 
specimen that ties them 
all together. Now we have 
it." 

Currie said the know¬ 
ledge gained from the dis¬ 
covery allows scientists to 
fill in gaps in the evolution 
of other dinosaurs, such 
as the Triceratops. metro

Set to argue 
for indigenous 
sustainability 
Thursday

Lewis Cardinal has been an 
educator, human rights activ¬ 
ist, business consultant and 
politician. Now he’s turning 
his attention to sustainability 
— specifically, the indigenous 
way of thinking about it. 

On Thursday, he’s offering 
his thoughts at MacEwan Uni¬ 
versity, at 7 p.m. at the CN 
Conference Theatre. 

We asked him five ques¬ 
tions about it. 

Qs What do you mean by 
indigenous views on sus¬ 
tainability? 

A: Sustainability is a part of 
the indigenous foundation of 
thought. What that looks like 
is being aware of the relation¬ 


ship you have with everything 
around you, and how you and 
your actions affect everything 
around you — your relation¬ 
ships, your effect on the en¬ 
vironment. Sustainability is a 
way in which you see yourself 
living in harmony and balance 
within your life. 

Q: There's that stereotype 
of indigenous people be¬ 
ing in tune with nature. Is 
that an oversimplification? 

A: Absolutely. Part of our spirit 
is entrepreneurship, pursuing 
our life ambitions and making 
a living out of it. 

Q: Why is this urgent for you? 

A: Just take the High River 
floods from a couple of years 
ago, in terms of how the basic 
needs of the community and 
individuals were not tended 
to. The more that we see cli¬ 
mate change, the more we’re 
going to see an impact on hu¬ 
man rights. 

Our society is being chal¬ 
lenged economically, but I 
think that while we’re facing 
uncertainty at this point we’re 
also facing an opportunity to 


make great strides in shift¬ 
ing how our society and our 
economy runs. 

Q: So how's Edmonton do¬ 
ing? 

A: Edmonton has a great spirit 
of entrepreneurship. We have 
two examples, our advanced 
citywide recycling technolo¬ 
gies that lead the world, and 
the other thing that we see is 
bio-char, taking biomass and 
baking it to a certain degree 
so it becomes fertilizer. We’re 
the only city doing that. 

Q: What does that mean 
for the average person? 

A: Have that question in that 
back of your head, of how 
you’re going to live in a sacred 
manner, in a respectful man¬ 
ner, where you’re not tramp¬ 
ling over nature or over other 
peoples’ rights to have quality 
of life. Look at how you are 
living, and being honest with 
yourself in terms of what are 
our needs. How big of a house 
do you need? Or if you have 
a big house, are you heating 
it economically? There’s an 
awareness factor.

AHS doctor 
expects to see 
400 fatal doses 
by end of 2016

A Calgary doctor said he ex¬ 
pects 400 fentanyl deaths by 
the end of 2016. 

Dr. Nick Etches made the 
comment to a crowd of about 
60 Bow Valley College stu¬ 
dents Wednesday afternoon, 
as part of an Alberta Health 
Services (AHS) initiative to edu¬ 
cate younger people about the 
deadly drug. 

When Metro questioned the 
number after the presentation, 
Etches didn’t want to repeat 
his estimate. 

“I don’t want to speculate 
on how many (deaths) we’re 
going to see,” he said. “But 
we do know that it’s in the 
hundreds.” 

From Jan. 1 to Sept. 30, 2015, 
there were 213 Albertan deaths 


associated with fentanyl. 
Seventy-four of those deaths 
were in the Calgaiy zone and 
55 were in Edmonton. 

From Jan. 1 to Oct. 21, there 
were 1,310 emergency-depart¬ 
ment and urgent-care visits 
in Alberta due to poisoning 


by opioids. Of that, 276 were 
poisoned by heroin, which can 
contain fentanyl, Etches said. 
On top of that, 412 were poi¬ 
soned by a synthetic drug. 

During the presentation, 
Etches noted most fentanyl is 
cut with xylazine: a drug that 


causes the central nervous sys¬ 
tem to break down. When com¬ 
bined with fentanyl, it proves 
to be deadlier. 

AHS has been supplying na¬ 
loxone kits to various clinics 
throughout Alberta to tackle 
the crisis. The antidote is used 


to counteract the drug’s over¬ 
dosing effects and is considered 
a life-saver by health officials. 

AHS’ tour to Bow Valley is 
largely part of an initiative to 
see campuses have naloxone 
kits available to students who 
may require them. 

Two-thirds of overdoses 
occur in suburban areas, Etch¬ 
es said. 

According to Etches’ presen¬ 
tation slides, AHS has reviewed 
a Massachusetts-based study 
that found more lives were 
saved in cases where more na¬ 
loxone kits are available. 

For example, fentanyl deaths 
could be reduced by 46 per cent 
if 10 per cent of addicts had a 
kit, he told students. 

AHS also conducted a sur¬ 
vey that found the majority of 
Albertans are interested in ob¬ 
taining naloxone and that they 
want to save the lives of their 
fentanyl-addicted friends, ac¬ 
cording to presentation slides. 

During the talk, he said 
there will be about 60 new 
drop-in naloxone sites avail¬ 
able to Albertans within a few 
months. 

Currently, family members 
of addicts cannot obtain nalox¬ 
one for their loved ones.

Landlords 
offer rent

There appears to be a silver lining 
for Syrian refugees being asked 
to make large down payments 
on rental properties. 

Metro reported Tuesday that 
many refugees said they were 
asked to pay six months’ rent, 
plus a damage deposit in order 
to rent property, but since then 
local landlords have stepped up 
to say there are solutions. 

Sam Nammoura said since 
the article was published he has 
received phone calls from two lo¬ 
cal companies, Calgaiy Housing 
Company and Premier Suites, 
who said they have solutions 
for the refugees facing renting 
problems. 

“He was trying to tell me we 
have other options, including 
a committee to match people 
with apartments,” he said. “They 
want us to know that there are 
solutions.” 

Nammoura said one of the 
companies said they would of¬ 
fer refugees a reduced tempor- 
aiy rate.

Education Minister David 
Eggen gave Alberta’s school 
boards new guidelines to 
write policies for transgender 
students Wednesday, which 
one activist said gives them 
no further reason to delay. 

The guidelines suggest ways 
boards should deal with wash¬ 


rooms, sports teams, sexual 
education and other issues 
that might affect transgender 
students. 

The basic message is that 
schools should respect what¬ 
ever gender students choose 
to identify as. 

Transgender activist Mar- 
ni Panas said she’s very 
pleased with the guidelines 
and schools should be able to 
use them to write their own 
policies quickly. 

“There is no reason for 
these school boards not to do 
the right thing now,” she said. 

A Metro investigation in 
November revealed that 45 
of 61 school boards in the 
province did not have stand¬ 
alone transgender policies at 


the time. 

Eggen has given boards a 
deadline of March 31 to write 
their own policies. 

He said he knows the 
issues are complex but ex¬ 
pects boards to finish the 
work quickly.

and you need to push forward 
with ongoing conversation,” 
he said. 

“The bottom line here is 
about the equality and integ¬ 


rity of every student to feel 
safe, welcome and cared for 
in our schools.” 

Edmonton Catholic Schools 
chair Marilyn Bergstra said 
she was impressed with the 
minister’s guidelines. 

“This can help every single 
board that is working on poli¬ 


cies in this area,” she said. 

Edmonton Catholic has 
passed two readings of a 
transgender policy but held 
off final passage until Eggen’s 


guidelines were released. 

Bergstra said she doesn’t 
see any significant conflicts 
between the board’s current 
policy and the guidelines, but 
there is still work to be done. 

Progressive Conservative 
MLA Sandra Jansen applauded 
the government’s move. 

She said many school 
boards needed this kind of 
help to develop policies. 

“There are a lot of schools 
where this is a pretty big task 
for them and a tough thing 
to wrap their head around,” 
she said. 

Jansen said Eggen may see 
some push-back from school 
boards but hopes they realize 
they need to do this to sup¬ 
port students.

Campground reservations 
open early for Banff, Jasper

Camping fans, take note: Parks 
Canada is opening up online 
campground reservations for 
Banff and Jasper this week 
— three months earlier than 
usual. 

Jasper reservations opened 
Wednesday, with Banff to 
follow Thursday morning. 
Visitors to the reservation site 


will be able to book spots from 
April through March 2017. 

In a statement, Christina 
Tricomi, a spokeswoman for 
Banff National Park, says the 
change is intended to make it 
easier for visitors to plan their 
summers but noted that camp¬ 
ers should still plan ahead and 
book early. 

“Parks Canada has been 
working hard to promote its 
visitor offer(ings) more than 
ever to encourage Canadian 
families to get out and ex¬ 


perience their national park 
and historic sites,” the state¬ 
ment reads. 

Tricomi says that Banff wel¬ 
comed 2.56 million visitors 
last summer, an increase of 
7.7 per cent over the previ¬ 
ous year. 

The reservation site notes 
that demand is heaviest from 
June through September, with 
July and August being the busi¬ 
est. Not all campgrounds take 
reservations and will remain 
first-come, first-served.

Most support end 
to coal power: Poll 


A new poll commissioned 
by advocacy organization 
Progress Alberta shows most 
who responded support the 
government’s plan to wean 
the province off its reliance 
on coal for electrical gen¬ 
eration. 

Seventy-five per cent of 
respondents to the poll — 
conducted for Progress Al¬ 
berta by Abacus Data in early 
December — agreed phasing 
out coal will improve the 
air quality and the health 


of Albertans, according to 
a release. 

The poll surveyed 1,000 
Albertans online. 

The survey also indicates 
that more respondents sup¬ 
port Alberta’s climate-change 
plan than oppose it, with 47 
per cent supporting a carbon 
tax versus 41 per cent op¬ 
posed, and 47 per cent sup¬ 
porting a carbon emissions 
limit on the oilsands versus 
37 per cent opposed.

FOX CREEK 

Mayor 

fears 

fracking 

damage 

The mayor of an Alberta town 
in an area of heavy hydraulic 
fracking is expressing concern 
over the oil industiy’s impact 
after yet another earthquake 
hit his community. 

“Fox Creek town council 
is very concerned,” Jim Ahn 
wrote in a letter to reporters 
Wednesday. “It seems industry 
and the provincial government 
have been turning a blind eye 
as to what has been going on 
in our area.” 

Fox Creek, a resource town 
that relies on oil, gas and for- 
estiy for its jobs, was hit Tues¬ 
day by a quake that measured 
4.8 on the Richter scale — big 
enough to rumble buildings 
and shake pictures on the wall 
and count as the strongest ever 
recorded in Alberta. 

It was the town’s 367th seis¬ 
mic event since January 2015. 

The Alberta Energy Regula¬ 
tor hasn’t definitively linked 
the activity to the amount 
of fracking in the area, but 
it has implemented special 
regulations and is conducting 
research. 

Earthquakes aren’t the only 
thing Ahn is concerned about. 

“We have industiy pulling 
water from our rivers, streams 
and lakes at rates we feel far 
exceed their capabilities to re¬ 
plenish themselves,” he wrote. 
“We do not want to be left with 
swamps that were once prize 
trophy lakes.” 

The town has had to spend 
$300,000 to truck in water 
after levels in the aquifers it 
normally depends on fell too 
low, said Ahn. It has received 
whistleblower reports of drill¬ 
ing-rig leaks that could affect 
Fox Creek’s water supply and 
received contradictory messa¬ 
ges from those involved. 

In an interview, Ahn said 
the town’s frustration is most¬ 
ly with the regulator for, too 
often, not telling Fox Creek 
about what’s going on. 

“They just leave us in the 
dark.” 

When the regulator does 
communicate, it doesn’t con¬ 
sider the realities of a small 
town, the mayor suggested. 

Council must apply — and 
pay — to get specifics on who’s 
drilling for what and where. 
The regulator approves water 
withdrawal licences and gives 
the town — which has a volun¬ 
teer council that meets twice a 
month — 10 days to respond, 
Ahn said. And when it does, 
it’s ignored. 

“Even if we oppose the ap¬ 
plication, it still goes through.”

Temporary 
housing on tap 
for newcomers 

Thousands of Syrian refugees 
expected in Canada in the com¬ 
ing days could spend up to two 
weeks in temporary accom¬ 
modations. 

Those conditions will still be 
better than what people have 
left behind in Jordan, Lebanon 
or Turkey, where nearly all of 
the Syrian refugees coming to 
Canada are currently living, 
said Immigration Minister John 
McCallum. 

When the current resettle¬ 
ment program was rolled out 
in November, the government 
said incoming refugees would 
spend a couple of nights in 
hotels near the airport be¬ 
fore transiting on to their 
final destinations. For those 
with private sponsors, there 
would likely be homes ready 
but what would happen with 


government-assisted refugees 

— those whose costs are cov¬ 
ered entirely by government 

— was always a question mark. 

Ordinarily, those refugees 

are welcomed by settlement 
agencies that run temporary 
housing facilities, and they stay 
there for a few weeks before 
a permanent home is found. 

But those organizations al¬ 
ways had concerns that the 
sheer volume of Syrians would 
overwhelm those facilities, a 
fear that’s now become a real¬ 
ity as the Liberals work towards 
bringing 25,000 people to Can¬ 
ada by the end of Februaiy. 

The groups are providing 
daily feedback to the govern¬ 
ment on the number of beds 
they have available but at least 
three military bases are ex¬ 
pected to be mobilized in the 
coming weeks to help house 
thousands of people. 

Though government-organ¬ 
ized flights of refugees will 
continue to land almost daily, 
the government’s focus is now 
shifting to how to ensure the

newly arrived are settling in 
as well as they can once those 
permanent homes are found. 

Along with housing challen¬ 
ges, there is the reality of weav¬ 
ing thousands of new people 
into their new communities. 

Ordinarily, refugees are 
given extensive predeparture 
briefings to orient them to life 
in Canada, covering eveiything 
from the weather to bank ma¬ 
chines, but those efforts were 
jettisoned for this program in 
order to get people here faster.

Pepper-spray victim still grateful 


Ahmad Hwichan grimaces as 
he talks about coughing up 
blood and hearing children 
screaming in the aftermath of 
last week’s pepper-spray attack 
in Vancouver.

It 
will never change,” Hwichan 
said through a translator on 
Tuesday, four days after the 
attack.

A Canadian man has been 
sentenced in Vietnam to 
four years in jail for abus¬ 
ing teenage boys. 

Vadim Scott Bender- 
man, 45, admitted dur¬ 
ing his half-day trial on 
Wednesday that he lured 
four boys into his home 
in Hanoi and paid them 
between $10 and $15 to 
have sex.

The suicide attacker who deton¬ 
ated a bomb that killed 10 Ger¬ 
man tourists in the heart of 
Istanbul’s historic district had 
registered as a refugee just a 
week earlier, Turkish officials 
said Wednesday, raising ques¬ 
tions over whether extremists 
are posing as asylum-seekers to 
inflame anti-immigrant senti¬ 
ment in Europe. 

Turkish authorities identified 
the assailant in Tuesday’s attack 
as a Syrian man who was bom in 
1988, and said he was affiliated 
with the Islamic State of Iraq 


and the Levant (ISIL). 

The bomber had recently en¬ 
tered Turkey, authorities said, 
and Interior Minister Efkan Ala 
confirmed reports he had regis¬ 
tered with an Istanbul branch 
of the Migration Management 
Authority, providing finger¬ 
prints that allowed officials to 
quickly identify him. Ala said the 
bomber wasn’t on any Turkish 
or international watch lists for 
ISIL militants. 

“This person was not some¬ 
one who was being monitored,” 
Prime Minister Ahmet Davutoglu 
said. “It is a person who entered 
normally, as a refugee, as an 
asylum-seeker.” 

The attack wounded 15 
people, including nine Ger¬ 
mans and citizens of Norway, 
Pem and South Korea. Six of the 
victims remained hospitalized on 
Wednesday, the associated press 


With the blood and bullets now 
swept away, the Carillon cafe 
reopened its doors Wednesday 
for the first time since it was 
among the Paris sites targeted by 
Islamic extremists in November.

Britain to 
debate fate 
of anthem 

British lawmakers agreed Wed¬ 
nesday to consider replacing the 
royalist song that serves as Eng¬ 
land’s anthem at sporting events. 

“God Save the Queen” is the 
national anthem of the United 
Kingdom—made up of England, 
Scotland, Wales and Northern 
Ireland — and is played at the 
Olympics and other events where 
the U.K. fields a single team. 

Labour Party lawmaker Toby 
Perkins said adopting an English 
anthem would “re-establish the 
idea that the United Kingdom is 
a union of four separate nations 
with their own identities.” 

Perkins told the House of Com¬ 
mons “Jerusalem,” regarded by 
many as England’s unofficial 
anthem, was the most obvious 
choice. 

Opposing the motion, trad¬ 
itionalist Conservative legislator 
Jacob Rees-Mogg said an English 
anthem would divide Britain. 

“What greater pleasure can 
there be for a true-born English¬ 
man or true-born Englishwoman 
than to listen to our own national 
anthem?” Rees-Mogg said.

Global migration hits 15 -year high 


The number of people who 
migrated to foreign countries 
surged by 41 per cent in the last 
15 years to reach 244 million 
in 2015, according to a United 
Nations study released Tuesday. 
Of those people, 20 million are 
refugees. The UN is planning a 
series of meetings to address 
migration in 2016, including a 
March 30 gathering in Geneva 
where countries will be invited 
to pledge resettlement spots 
for Syrians fleeing civil war. 
But while the Syrian refugee 
crisis has gripped the world’s 
attention, it is but a drop in the 
sea of international migration. 

WHERE ARE THE 
MIGRANTS GOING? 

The vast majority go to Eur¬ 
ope, home to 76 million inter¬ 
national migrants in 2015, or 
two-thirds of the total. By in¬ 
dividual country, however, the 
United States had by far the 
largest portion of the world’s 
migrants — 47 million, or a 
fifth of the total. Germany and 
Russia shared the No. 2 spot 
with about 12 million each, 
followed by Saudi Arabia (10 
million), the United Kingdom 
(nine million) and the United 
Arab Emirates (eight million). 

WHERE ARE MIGRANTS 
COMING FROM? 

The largest portion comes from 
Asia: about 104 million or 43 


per cent. While Europe takes 
in the biggest number of mi¬ 
grants, it also contributes a 
large number: 62 million, or 
25 per cent of the total. Latin 
America and the Caribbean 
was the third-largest regional 
source of international migra¬ 
tion, with 37 million, or 15 per 
cent. Only 2 per cent (4 million) 
are from North America. 

India had the world’s big¬ 
gest diaspora, with 16 million 
people, followed by Mexico (12

million), Russia (11 million), 
China (10 million), Bangladesh 
(seven million) and Pakistan 
and Ukraine (six million each). 

WHO ARE THEY? 

They are almost equally div¬ 
ided by gender: 48 per cent are 
women. Not surprisingly, most 
are worlcing-age. The median 
age of migrants in 2015 was 39. 
A significant portion —15 per 
cent — were under 20 years old. 
But country populations will 
not get any younger as a result. 


The United Nations said 
international migrants can help 
ease old-age dependency ratios 
in some countries but will not 
halt the long-term trend to¬ 
ward population aging. All ma¬ 
jor areas of the world are still 
projected to have significant¬ 
ly higher old-age dependency 
ratios in 2050. 

WHAT DOES THIS MEAN FOR 
THE WORLD'S POPULATION? 

The vast majority of the world’s 
people stay put. Migrants made 
up just 3.3 per cent of the 
global population in 2015, up 
from 2.8 per cent 15 years ago. 
Still, international migration is 
growing faster than the world’s 
population, with significant 
consequences for many regions. 

Migrants make up 10 per 
cent of the populations of Eur¬ 
ope, North America and Oce¬ 
ania. In North America and Oce¬ 
ania, migrants have contributed 
to 42 per cent of population 
growth since 2000. 

It was a different story in 
Europe, where the population 
would have declined over the 
same period had it not been for 
the influx of migrants. 

Even if current migration 
levels continue, Europe’s popu¬ 
lation is still projected to de¬ 
cline over the next 35 years 
because of its surplus of deaths 
over births.

THE BIG NUMBER 


The decrease since2004 in the proportion of Canadians who 
use cocaine or crack, according to Health Canada. 

The crack epidemic in North American cities during the 1980s and '90s lined the pockets of Latin American 
drug lords such as El Chapo and Pablo Escobar because nearly all of the world's coca leaves (cocaine's raw 
material) are grown in Colombia, Bolivia and Peru. But for well over a decade now, cocaine has been los¬ 
ing its cool factor. In 2004,1.9 per cent of Canadians said they'd used some form of cocaine in the past 12 
months, but by 2012, the last year for which data is available, only 1.1 per cent said so. Although the war on 
drugs, and its accompanying crackdown on trafficking, likely had something to do with this, experts believe 
cocaine just kind of went out of style in addition to getting much more expensive relative to other drugs. 
Canadians are still getting high en masse, but more are popping prescription pills than packing crack pipes 
— although with marijuana soon to be legal, our habits may be about to shift again.

Sweeping, secretive air 
travel policy doesn’t fly

In the wake of the six-year- 
old caught in Canada’s no-fly 
web, the government has 
promised to examine chan¬ 
ges to the program. “(It’s) 
no fault of their own,” says 
Ralph Goodale, the minister 
of public safety, adding that 
false positives “can present 
an awkward situation” and “a 
feeling of stigma.” 

Awkwardness and stigma 
may not quite fully convey 
the extent of the impact for 
the hundreds or thousands 
on the list and those with 
similar names. Lost jobs, 
separation from family, fear,

anxiety and uncertainty are 
all too real. 

The program introduced 
in 2007 created the Speci¬ 
fied Persons Advisory Group 
(SPAG), which identified in¬ 
dividuals who posed an “im¬ 
mediate threat” for inclusion 
on the Specified Persons List, 
which airlines are mandated 
to screen against. Once flag¬ 
ged, a Transport Canada offi¬ 
cial could authorize board¬ 
ing, request extra screening 
or issue an “emergency direc¬ 
tion” to prevent boarding. 

A denied person could 
apply to the Office of Recon¬ 
sideration. However, as evi¬ 
dent from court documents 
in the Hani A1 Telbani case, 
the office’s power is only il- 
lusoiy. The office concluded 
that CSIS relied on “vague 
and incomplete” informa¬ 
tion and had no basis to add 
A1 Telbani. The SPAG ignored 
the recommendation and 
kept him on the list. 


Over the years many have 
been caught in limbo. Lau- 
reen Kinney, director general 
of aviation security at Trans¬ 
port Canada, testified to a 
2010 parliamentaiy commit¬ 
tee that there were about 850 
false positives within the first 
three years. 

Rather than addressing 
concerns, the Secure Air Trav¬ 
el Act (part of the anti-terror 
legislation passed last year) 
exacerbated them. It author¬ 
ized the establishment of a 
list of people who the govern¬ 
ment has reasonable grounds 
to suspect will, with or with¬ 
out intent, threaten trans¬ 
portation security or commit 
a terror offence. This, along 
with other changes ushered 
in by SATA, ensured the list 
would quickly grow. 

The new anti-terror legisla¬ 
tion will also make it more 
difficult for anyone caught 
up in the no-fly list to find 
recourse. Under the new law, 


such a person must apply dir¬ 
ectly to the minister of public 
safety within 60 days to chal¬ 
lenge a listing. This is akin 
to having the fox guard the 
henhouse. 

Ironically, as the U.S. 
eases up on its own lists in 
response to civil-rights law¬ 
suits, the Canadian list is 
becoming more secretive, 
sweeping and less account¬ 
able. 

Watch lists may serve a 
limited legitimate function, 
but they must be used cau¬ 
tiously. The government’s 
appeal to national security 
should not exempt it from 
accountability, oversight and 
a meaningful redress mech-

If you slogged through Sean 
Penn's sometimes unintelli¬ 
gible ode to drug kingpin El 
Chapo in Rolling Stone maga¬ 
zine, you perhaps know a few 
more things than you used to. 

Penn loves his own penis. 
Joaquin Archivaldo Guzman 
Loera — or El Chapo, the 
world's most powerful drug 
trafficker — has charisma as 
well as the blood of thousands 
of Mexicans on his hands. And 
he believes in God. 

In the interview, such as it 
was, El Chapo recounts asking 
God for help escaping from 
prison (he's since been recap¬ 
tured). He thanks God that his 
mother is still alive and says 
he wants to be with his family 
for "the days God gives me." 

If this devotion comes as a 
surprise to you — as it did to 
some — it shouldn't. 

Drug traffickers across Latin 
America are typically religious, 
and Catholic, like just about all 
their neighbours. 

"Latin America is the most 
Christian region on earth," 
says R. Andrew Chesnut, chair 
in Catholic studies at Virginia 
Commonwealth University in 
Richmond and an expert on 
Latin American religious his¬ 
tory. Ninety per cent of Latin 
Americans are Christians, and 
40 per cent of the world's 
Catholics live in Latin Amer¬ 
ica, he says. 

It is Colombian traffickers

widely popular, Chesnut says. 

Traffickers' faith is "not so 
much about Christian moral¬ 
ity," he says. Since the threat 
of death is everywhere, divine 
protection "is the most im¬ 
portant function of both the 
Catholic and folk saints popu¬ 
lar among narcos." 

That creates a fraught re¬ 
lationship, to say the least. 

On one hand, Latin American 
churches have been accused 
of money laundering, via 
cartels' donations or "narcoli- 
mosnas." Meanwhile, a slew of 
priests who publicly oppose 
drug cartels have been mur¬ 
dered in recent years. 

Then there are folk saints, 
most notably Santa Muerte, 
figures not recognized by the 
Catholic Church but wildly 
popular among traffickers. 

Saint Death is also known 
as a healer, a miracle worker 
and agent of prosperity, says 
Chesnut, who wrote a book 
on her. "If you're looking at 
narcos in Mexico, the most 
important religious figure for 
them is Santa Muerte." 

That has made her "Re¬ 
ligious Enemy No. 1" to the 
Mexican government, he 
adds, and a challenge to the 
church, too. But fighting the 
spread of beliefs is as hard as 
fighting the spread of drugs. 

As for God's guiding hand 
in El Chapo's life, I imagine, 
in the drug lord's familiar old 
place behind bars, he's got 
a bone to pick with the Al¬ 
mighty.

“You’ve caught me on a good 
day, Bodyguard,” Hurley says, 
in tones plummier than a 
plum tree. “I’m melancholy. 
I’m stressed. And I’m severely 
horny.

“I 
needed that time in order to 
get healthy certain parts of my 
body. At the same time, other 
parts of your body take advan¬ 
tage of that, right? Not getting 
hit and not getting pounded on, 
you tiy to take advantage of that 
and feel better for it.” 

Manning, who missed the 
equivalent of seven weeks with 
a left foot injuiy, makes his first 
start since Nov. 15 when the 
Broncos (12-4) host the sixth- 
seeded Steelers (11-6) on Sunday. 

Ben Roethlisberger promises 
he’ll do eveiything he can to be 
there for the Steelers. He was 
injured on a sack by Cincinnati 
linebacker Vontaze Burfict in 
the second half of Pittsburgh’s 
18-16 wild-card win. 

Brock Osweiler was injured 
against San Diego two weeks 
ago before Manning’s epic cameo 
secured the AFC’s top seed and

Osweiler worked on the side 
with strength and condition¬ 
ing coach Luke Richesson on 
Wednesday while rookie Trevor 
Siemian split snaps with Man¬ 
ning.

Arsenal conceded a 90th-minute 
equalizer at Liverpool to lose 
its outright lead in the Premier 
League on Wednesday, as Leices¬ 
ter kept up its surprising title 
challenge with a 1-0 win at Tot¬ 
tenham. Only a superior goal 
difference is keeping Arsenal 
above Leicester after the 3-3 draw 
at Anfield. Manchester City was 
held to a 0-0 draw at home at 
Everton and is three points off 
the lead in third place. 

“Unfortunately it’s January, 
not May,” Leicester manager 
Claudio Ranieri said. “We have 
to remain calm and believe in 
what we’re doing.” 

Robert Huth scored the win¬ 
ner for Leicester in the 83rd 
minute. Tottenham still occupies 
the last Champions League quali¬ 
fying spot, but its grip on fourth 
place in the league is loosening, 


with fifth-place West Ham now 
just one point behind. 

A late equalizer also deprived 
Chelsea of victory.
